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The Case of Burton. 

The supreme court has affirmed the 
decision of the lower federal courts 
by which Senator Joseph R. Burton, 
of Kansas, was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, to pay a fine 
of $2,500 and to forfeit the right of 
holding office under the government, 
for infraction of the federal statutes 
in practicing for a fee before govern- 
ment departments while still holding 
the commission of a United States 
senator. As yet, the case is not final- 
ly closed, the supreme court having 
granted a motion to give Burton sixty 
days in which to prepare for a re 
hearing. 

In the meantime, the senate is 
facing a quandary. In.rendering the 
decision Justice Harlan held that its 
terms did not automatically debar 
Burton from his seat, since he held 
his warrant from the state and not 
the federal government. There are, 
however, well grounded rumors to the 
effect that should he not voluntarily 
resign, the senate will declare his 
seat vacant. Senator Hale has already 
introduced a resolution, providing for 
an investigation of the status of the 
case.

In order to get all the evidence pos- 
stble ™ the case of Captain Z. B. Moon, 
now on trial on charges of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman, the 
board of police commissioners at its 
meeting last night allowed Mr, Bell to 
take the deposition of Fannie May Park- 
er, who is now in Augusta, 

Hoping to persuade her to come to At- 
lanta and testify in case, Mayor 
Woodward yesterday issued to her a par- 
don, relieving her of the thirty day sen- 
tence in the stockade. 

As she still refuses to come to Atlanta, 
however, Mr. Bell and Mr. M. Elreath, the 
two attorneys, will fix up the deposi- 
tions this morning, and send them to Au- 
gusta this afternoon. Tne Doard has al- 
lowed until next Friday night for these 
depositions to be secured and presented 
for the consideration of the members, If 
they are not in Atlanta by that time, 
they will not be considered. 

Chief Jennings Testifies. 

One of the features of last night's 
session was the testimony of Chief Jen- 
nings as to the authority of the cap- 
Pains, their relation to tne matron, and 
their right to visit the ward under her 
control, 

He stated that they had the. irght to 
visit all parts of the station house, es- 
pecially in the day time, and that this 
inspection of the pail was required of 
them. 

He stated that in his own case, as a

Call Officers Holcomb, ‘Lindsay and 
Dorsett, who at different times accom- 
panied Captain Moon on his visits to the 
matron’s ward, testified as to these visits, 
declaring that Captain Moon had gone 
there on official business, and had acted 
in a perfectly proper way. 

Asked Her to Pay Fines. 

Tvia Bell, when placed on the stand 
testified that Mrs. Bohnefeld had on a 
number of occasions called her up to tell 
her that there were women at police sta- 
lion who wanted her to come down and 
pay their fines, some of them having 
lived at her house, and others having 
never been there before. 

A member of the investigating commit- 
tee of the Florence Crittendon home was 
also present to testify as to the charac- 
ter of Mrs, Bohnefeld, the interest she 
tcok In her work, and her efforts to help 
the girls under her charge. 

Several other witnesses of minor impor- 
tance was heard by the board.

WHEAT MARKET 
OPENED WEAK 


On Predicted Rains and Pros- 
pective Improvement, 


Bear Attacks Were Made Through- 
out the List, and Declines Fol- 
lowed Severe Break in May 
on Rumors of Private 
Settlements. 


Chicago May 22.—Ilndications of a 
break in drouth conditions in the south- 
west ha@ a weakening effect today” on 
the local wheat market. Final quota- 
tlons on Jwly were down %. Corn was 
% to % higher. Oats showed a loss of 
%@4e Provisions 6@7%c lower. The 
wheat market today was a weather mar- 
ket almost exclusively. From the open- 
ing to the close sentiment was bearish, 
because of the prospect of more favora- 
ble weather for the growing crop. A 
fairly steady tone prevailed at the open- 
ing because of an active demand by 
shorts, but this was soon satisfied, and 
the market weakened. The prediction of 
the weather bureau that rains will fall 
generally throughout the wheat belt to. 
hight and tomorrotw caused increased 
weakness. A decline of more than 2 
cents in the price of May wheat was 
another factor that favored lower prices. 
The break in the May option was caused 
by lHiberal profit taking which was in- 
duced by the quite general belief that 
the leading shorts in that option had 
made settlements overnight. During 
the day a number of damage reports 
were received from the southwest, but 
they faile dto effect the improved weath. 
er conditions. The market closed easy. 
July opened a shade lower to a shade 
higher at 83% to 83%; sold up to 83%, 
and then declined to 82%. The close 
was at 82%@83. Clearances of wheat 
and flour were equal to 286,700 bushels. 
The world’s visible supply. as shown by 
Bradstreets, decreased 2,700,000 bushels.
